OR the time being the real 
_ reasons which led to 
General Naguih’s decision 
to diasulve the Mosiem 
Brotherhood must remain ; 
obscure, The allegation | 
that the Brotherhood was 
conniving with the British 
Embassy to bring about the 
overthraw of the Nagulb 
regime ia, of course, sheer 
nonsense, Britain's main 
preoccupation so far as 
Egypt is concerned ja reach- 
ing nn agreement over the 
Suez Canul Zone, nnd if 
there ia one organisation In 
Egypt which would nover 
lend itself to a negotiated 
settlement of this particular 
problem, it ix the Moalem 
Brotherhood. The Brother- 
hood will Haten to no pro- 
position which allows 
foreign influence to remain 
In Egypt in any shape or 
form, and it is, therefore, 
quite beyond the bounds of 


possibility that there could 
be any alliance between

NE of the most diffi- 
cult obstacles to an 
agreed settlement 
for Germany is the 
question of Germany's 
eastern frontier. The 
Russians and Poles, with 
the support of the satellite 
East German Government, 
contend that the _ present 
frontier along the Oder and 
Neisse rivers is firial, and 
that they will not permit 
an independent and united 
Germany unless it accepts 
that frontier as binding in 
international law. 

The Western Powers say tuat 
the Oder-Nelsse linc was fixed 
at the Potsdam Conference in 1945 
only as a provisional demarzca- 
tlon line, and that they are {ree 
to suggest changes at a future 
peace conference; all they are 
willing to guarantee to the 
Russians is that it shall not be 
changed by force. The West 
Germans’ say that, of course. 
they do not wish to use force, 
but that no frecly-clected Ger- 
man Government could = ever 
accept a frontier which came 


about by the brutal expulston of 


millions of Germans from thelr 
ancestral homelands. 

In fact, when Britain, the 
United States and Russta agrecd 
at Potsdam that the demarcation 
line between the Russjan- 
occupied zone of Germany and 
the new Poland should run along 
the Oder and the Lusatian 
Neisse, they also agreed that the 
German population still living to 
the cast of these rivers shouid 
be gransferred westward, stipulat- 
ing only that bumene methods 
should be applied. 

By then, 1} numbers of the 
German Inhabitants of Pomerania 
and Silesia had already fied to 
the West before the advancing 
Russian armics; mUlions of others 
were expelicd in the followlng 
months by methods which at 
best were rough and ruthless, 
ond eat worst were accompanizd 
by erlminal brutality. - 


The Poles 


FTER them came the Poles, 

many of whom had been in 
turn expelled from their homes 
inthe areas now ceded to Russia, 
and who began to rebuild the 
destroyed towns, to restart the 
industries, a more slowiy 


and less thoroughly—to tl the 


abandoned Jand. 

Rarely in modern times hos 
a decision affecting millions uf 
lives been surrounded with sv 
much, cant. The statesmen who 
met at Potsdam knew what the 
Germana had done to the Polus 
during the war, and could well 
imagine“ tow Jlkely the Poles 
would be now to ‘reat. the 
the power to expel them.

Discrepancy 
'N recent years, an astonishing- 
ly large percentage of the re- 
fugecs haz bern successfully 
absorbed by the prosperous West 
German eccnomy; but there are 
still enough of those who will 
never fit in, or who will not 
forget the greater Independence 
and soasd prestige they enjoyed 
at home, and it js these who 
determine the political climate 
in the refugee organisations, 

As ce. powerful organised lobby, 
they havo langely succeeded In 
making the questicn cf [rcntler 
revision the tes of true 
patriotism, and today no West 
German political party would 
dare advocate voluntary recogni- 
tion of the Oder-Nelsse Ilne, and 
risk annihWation at the polls. 

Yet, as so often with Girman 
postwar nationalism, there is a 
glaring discrepancy between the 
shouting and flag-waving of o 
few professionals ond the real 
popular energy behind it. “ 

Those refugees who genuinely 
want to resettle in their old 
homelands ore probably a small 
minority, people who mighty find 
land without great difficulty. in 
those border areas nct eff:ctively 
settled by the Poles; while res-. 
ponsible leaders of ail democratic 
Parties in Western Germany 
readily admit in private con- 
versation that they do not really 
care about the Issue, and would 
@ladly sacrifice the Icst lands if 
that was the price for liberating 
their eighteen million living 
compatriots in the Sovict zone— 
if only such a solution could be 
forced cn them by the Western 
allics! They are not passionate 
about revision: they are merely 
afraid of responsibility. : 


No Diktat 


T what the Iusslans and 
Poles want, understandably 
setieaant “freely “ascegted by" 
jemen acce, ° 
the new German State ond de 
mocratically approved by its 


people, which cannot of some 
ter day be repudiated ‘as a 
“diktat.” . Indeed, they want it 
so much that it should not be, 
a priori, " impossible to make 
them socept a limited revision 
of the ‘frontier as the 

German consent, 


German democratic leaders the 
coursge to stand up before their 
people and call on them to write 
off the remnant of the ivst 
provinces as the necessary price 
of recovering unity and Inde- 
pendence after Hitler’s crimes. 
If the German quistlon js ever to 
be solved at all, something on 
these lines will have to be tried. 
The need to restore German 
unily ond freedem has for years 
fbecn in the foreground cf cll 
public discussion of the Genmcn 
problem. Obviously there is no 
prospect of German unity unless 
the Western Powers and Russin 
can achieve a compromise solu- 
tion assuring them mutual 
security, But equally clearly, 
the Western Powess, now in 
secure control of by far the 
lorger part of the human and 
industrial potential of Germany. 
have no recson to compromise 
on the security !ssue unless the 
Russ!ans are prepared jn their 
turn to release the Soviet zone 
from the Communist regime 
they imposed, and to permit 
German unity and freedom. 


Some Dispute 

VEN assuming that the 
\ security problems can be 
solved, the rond back to unity of 
the two Germanies at present 
divided by | vastly different 
portical, eccnomie cnd social 
systems, will be far from elmple 
and straightforward. The Wes- 
tern Powers and the West 
Cerman democratic Parties have 
long made it cjearo that the 
decisive step on that road must 
be the holding of free and secret 
elections for an all-German 
national assembly, and that the 
freedom of the electorate be- 
fore, “during and after the poll 
should be assured by some form 
of international control. Only 
after the elections car on all- 
German Government be formed 
on a democratic bas's, 
ernment which would then haye: 
to proceed to unify the admin!- 
stration ond -cconomy and to 
negotiate a peace treaty. 

Lately there has been some 
dispute among West German 
politicians as to whether such a 
Govemment could immediately 
assume full executive respon- 
sibility, or whether some period 
of trenvaition must necessarily In- 
tervene during which arate 
East and West German adm 
strations would continue ‘to dis- 
charge the dally . business of 
government and- to fulfil their 
respective - intarmstional obliga- 
tions, until the new all-German 
constitution came into effect. 
But while this dispute serves to 
IMustrate the tremendous tech- 
nical difficulties of the problem, 
it does not affect the funda- 
mental. position of the West, 
The Russians and their East

and Inevitable acts of revenge 
by the people against their 
defeated tyrants. 


As it would be technically 
impossible to hold such clec- 
tlons without a considerable 
period of preparation, the idea 
has = been mooted in_neutral 
circles that ihe Russians should 
be given a chance to “demo- 
cratiso” the Ezst Zone regime 
before electlons—as it were, 
of their own free will; the 
examples of Finland and of 
Eastern Austria have been 
quoted as proof that tha 
Russians cre capable of 
tolerating o genuine democratic 
regime in o country under their 
military control if it: suits them 
for reasons of wider inte 
national policy.

the modification of the East 
German reglme would still de- 

pend on Russia's good will. - 
At-the very least, the West 
would therefore have to invist 
on an earnest of Russian Inten- 
tlons in the ‘form of some im- 
mediate changes. There. could 
be no better symbol of an In- 
tention to turn aver a new leaf 
and to move towards unity and

An exciting. Incident which 
nearly led to a tragedy was wit- 
nesscd this morning in the har- 
bour when a cable which had 
been fastened to Buoy B12 from 
the steamer Hunan, broke away 
while the steamer wus still 
engaged in berthing. 


Four crew members, who 
stood on the top’ of the buoy 
engaging in the anchoring work, 
had a narrow escape from death 
by dodging in time as the wire 
snapped and followed the buoy 
Ung fintio the, ait, 

Arriving from Tlentsin, the 
Hunan ‘proceeded to her berth 
at Ruoy Bi2 ot obout 8.30. A 
junk was hired for the work of 
tying the cables,’ When the 
steamer arriyed at the spot, a 
cable was sent down from the 
hip and was carried by . the 
junk to the buoy to be fastened 
there. . Besides the junk, four 
crew members were also en- 
gaged In the work on the top of 
fhe bupy. Aftyr the cable had 
been ‘ed to tha buoy, it was 
straightened up in order to 
bring: the steamer in to the. 
buoy so that’ the main chain 
could be fixed to It.

The cable snippot suddenly. 
One of the four crew members 
was by the buoy, and clung 
desperately to it. Eventually he 
was able to pull hinisclf into

The buoy, meanwhile, was
